250  bulblets  at  the  1,000 
rate  if  the  250  bulblets  would  not  be  less  than  15c.  On  all  cash  orders  you  may  select 
extra  bulbs  or  bulblets  as  follows :

We  usually  grow 
2  to  3  acres  each  year  and  have  30  acres  of  upland  sandy  loam  just  right  to  grow  them 
on  so  will  not  have  to  put  them  back  on  same  soil  for  many  years  and  can  still  grow 
them  on  our  home  place  under  our  personal  attention.
